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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  REJECTION  OF  BIDS:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional 
advance,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would 
be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

FOREWORD 


MR.  AND  AIRS.  G.  G.  ERNST  of  Norwalk,  Connecticut, 
have  undoubtedly  displayed  great  discrimination  and  taste, 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  vast  accumulation  of  exceptionally 
wonderful  pieces  of  American  furniture  and  embellishments 
which  they  have  managed  to  collect  since  they  first  found 
leisure  to  go  about  the  country  looking  for  desirable  objets  d'art. 

Mr.  and  Airs.  Ernst  bought  their  first  piece  in  about  1898,  and  from 
that  time  on  have  been  unceasingly  vigilant  in  their  search  for  fine  things. 

Quality  was  always  the  foremost  consideration,  but  as  in  the  case  of 
all  collectors,  Air.  and  Airs.  Ernst  discovered  that  quantity  was  becom- 
ing a  disturbing  factor;  wherefore,  in  1908,  they  designed  and  built  for 
themselves  a  large,  spacious,  and  very  elegant  Georgian  mansion,  situated  on 
the  high  ground  on  the  outskirts  of  the  flourishing  old  town  of  Norwalk, 
from  which  one  can  obtain  a  wonderful  panoramic  view  of  Long  Island 
Sound  and  the  surrounding  countryside  for  a  distance  of  some  twenty  miles. 

In  the  house  itself,  which  has  a  delightful  old  world  atmosphere,  the 
main  entrance  hall  was  tastefully  furnished  with  a  large  Duncan  Phyfe  sofa 
against  the  staircase  and,  at  the  opposite  wall,  a  very  charming  Duncan  Phyfe 
table  of  rarest  quality  and  possibly  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  existence,  flanked 
on  either  side  by  a  pair  of  beautiful  XVIII  century  chairs,  with  a  number 
of  beautiful  mirrors  and  portraits  around  the  walls. 

On  the  right  of  the  hall  is  a  small  reception  room,  with  a  quantity  of 
exceptional  pieces,  prominent  amongst  them  being  a  delightful  mahogany 
tripod  table  with  pie-crust  top,  a  very  charming  Duncan  Phyfe  work-table 
similar  to  one  in  the  Aletropolitan  Aluseum,  two  very  important  card-tables, 
one  in  the  Chinese  Chippendale  style,  and  some  very  fine  chairs. 

This  reception  room  leads  directly  through  an  archway  into  a  large, 
well-proportioned  dining-room,  most  appropriately  furnished  with  an  excep- 
tional Hepplewhte  sideboard  and  a  three-section  dining-table  with  a  set  of 
ladder-back  chairs. 

In  the  four  corners  of  the  room  and  between  the  windows  are  china 
cabinets  containing  an  exquisite  collection  of  lustre  ware,  Leeds,  silver-resist, 
some  beautiful  salt  glaze  and  most  notable  of  all,  a  rare  collection  of  black 
basaltes. 

The  dining-room,  again,  leads  off  into  a  spacious  solarium,  overlooking 
the  grounds,  which  has  an  additional  charm  in  possessing  a  large  open  log- 
burning  brick  fireplace,  standing  beside  which  is  a  very  beautiful  early  dresser 
containing  a  large  assortment  of  old  blue  and  white  Canton,  and  Chinese 
Lowestoft  of  exceptional  quality.  In  the  centre  stands  a  massive,  though 
delicately  proportioned  Jacobean  table  of  historic  interest,  as  it  is  said  to 
have  been  used  by  George  Washington ;  amongst  other  interesting  pieces  there 


is  the  cup  and  saucer  from  which  he  drank  on  the  same  occasion  whilst  visit- 
ing Heindrick  Onderdonk's,  April  24,  1790. 

In  the  fine  early  corner  cabinets  is  a  choice  collection  of  Dresden,  Crown 
Derby,  Jackfield,  Bennington,  Staffordshire  and  other  ware;  also  Stiegel, 
Bohemian,  Sandwich  and  Early  American  glass,  with  a  number  of  interest- 
ing pewter  plates  and  tankards. 

Against  the  wall  opposite  the  fireplace  stand  an  unusual  Sheraton  settee 
and  two  chairs  of  bamboo  design,  and  on  the  wall  is  a  superb  little  Crom- 
wellian  lantern  clock  with  an  exquisitely  painted  dial. 

Off  the  hall  to  the  left  is  a  large  library  very  suitably  furnished  with 
fine  chairs  and  sofas  and  a  number  of  delightful  tables,  but  the  outstanding 
feature  is  a  truly  magnificent  bookcase,  designed  in  Hepplewhite's  own 
inimitable  style,  probably  for  some  particular  client,  and  containing  a  number 
of  extremely  interesting  devices  in  the  way  of  writing  slides  and  concealed 
stationery  compartments,  undoubtedly  an  English  piece  of  rarest  quality  and 
one  of  the  few  English  pieces  in  the  whole  house — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernst  have 
never  bought  anything  in  England,  having  confined  their  energies  and  expert 
kowledge  to  the  making  of  a  collection  of  purely  American  furniture  of  the 
very  choicest  quality. 

We  now  come  to  the  bedroom  floor  and,  in  the  master  room,  we  are 
immediately  confronted  with  probably  the  piece  de  resistance  of  the  whole 
collection,  a  superb  walnut  highboy.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  Mr.  Vincent  Lock- 
wood  considered  it  sufficiently  important  to  use  as  the  frontispiece  of  his 
1901  volume  of  Colonial  Furniture  in  America. 

But  this  is  only  one  of  a  number  of  beautiful  pieces,  which  includes  a 
choice  block-front  chest  of  drawers  and  a  truly  delightful  toilet  mirror  on  a 
block-front  drawer  base  by  Goddard,  a  commanding  four-post  bed,  a  few 
select  chairs  and  a  number  of  daintily  wrought  Philadelphia  and  Norwalk 
samplers,  with  some  fine  Queen  Anne  mirrors  and  a  charming  dressing-table 
stool,  similar  to  one  in  the  Washington  home,  Mount  Vernon. 

In  the  various  guestrooms  there  are  other  fine  four-post  beds  with  rare 
and  beautiful  Paisley  shawls  and  coverlets,  important  walnut  highboys,  dress- 
ing tables,  occasional  tables  and  chairs,  also  an  unusual  triangular  wig-  or 
washstand  in  the  Chinese  Chippendale  style ;  bracket  and  grandfather  clocks. 

The  silver  and  Sheffield  plate  include  a  number  of  choice  fish  knives, 
salvers,  ladles,  candlesticks,  spoons  and  forks,  and  a  large  variety  of  curios, 
such  as  an  antique  haunch  holder,  also  a  beautiful  pair  of  silver  candlesticks 
exquisitely  made  in  replica  of  the  old  oak-tree  on  Boston  Common. 

This  wonderful  collection,  gathered  togethei  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernst 
over  a  period  of  less  than  thirty  years,  will  assuredly  be  considered  unique, 
inasmuch  as  it  offers  such  a  wide  variety  of  distinctive  items,  a  number  of 
which  are  worthy  to  be  placed  in  any  museum.
